Ben Franklin Allen Gives Readings From “The Fool’ at 
Mid-week Meeting ef Free Church Held Under 
Auspices of X. B. K. 


“What would happen today if aman tried | 
to live like the Master?” This is told by 
the drama called “The Fool” written by 
Channing Pollock and read by Ben Franklin 
Allen at the Free church on Wednesday 
evening. Mr. Allen is a reader of rare 
dramatic power and his lecture-recital of the 
play was illustrated by one hundred colored 
slides especially posed by the cast which 
produced the play in New York.° 

Mr. Pollock is not a new playwright, but 
has been the author of eight or ten Broadway 
successes including musical comedies, mys- 
tery plays and reyues. “The Fool” was 
refused by’ many managers and fivelly 
produced by the author himself. It was 
witnessed by a third of a million people in 
New York City and is now being played by 
twelve companies in the United States and by 
three in foreign countries. 

Previous to the reading, Mr. Allen spoke 
briefly of the American theatre movement. 
Until recently our best plays have been 
drawn from English sources, but now 
American authors are beginning to write 
great plays and our theatres already lead in 
scenic effects and stage accoutrements. . 

Due in large part to the work of Mr. 
Pollock, Mr. Allen believes that the taste of 
the theatre-going public is undergoing a 
radical change and that worth-while plays 
are being produced in greater numbers each 
year. 

When a history of the American theatre 
movement is written fifty or a hundred 
years hence, the work of three authors will be 
included; that of Charles Rann Kennedy 
who wrote the first great religious and 
devotional drama, “The Servant in the 
House”, as well as “The Chastening” and 
“The Terrible Meek’; Eugene O’Niel 
who is the author of an entirely new type of 
serious and realistic drama which has been 
produced in Moscow, Berlin, Paris, Milan 
and. Tokyo, including “The First Man”, 
“Beyond the Horizon”, “Anna Christie” 
and ‘“The~Hairy-Ape”’;and. Channing 
Pollock whose outstanding play is “The 
Fool.”

The Future of Co-operative Banks 


_Frank P. Bennett, Jr., Editor of the 
United States Investor, speaking before the 
Massachusetts Co-operative Bank League 
in Boston recently, gave such a compre- 
hensive resume of the past history and future 
possibilities of cooperative banks in Mass- 
achusetts that it seems worth while to re- 
print, at a time when Andover is forming its 
first bank of this description, some extracts 
from his remarks. e Shawsheen Co- 
operative Bank, with over 6,000 shares sub- 
scribed will open its first series of shares 
for public subscription on April 3. 

Mr. Bennett spoke in part as follows: 


I speak quite seriously when I say that I 


| have regarded my coming here today as a 


The national bank that I knew as a boy, just 
entering college, was a simple institutior, 
receiving its deposits for the most part only 
from business houses, and- opposed on piin- 
ciple to paying interest on balances. If 
even the best customer of that time were to 
suggest to his national bank that it act as 
executor of his will or trustee of his property, 
or that it accept the savings deposit of his 
son or daughter, he would have been courte- 
ously but firmly told that national banks 
did not exist to render such service. He 
would have been sent to a reliable trust 
company or excellent savings bank, with the 
national bank’s blessing. Today, the 
national bank without a savings depart- 
ment or a trust department, or the numerous 
other functions now common to department 


leasure, but-even more as a privilege. An banking, is-the- exception. rather -than..the 


industry which represents 213 individual 
institutions, with over $250,000,000 of 
assets, and over one-third of a million 
members, does not meet once a year primarily 
for merry-making. Yours is an industry 
that is now well beyond the age of swaddling 
clothes. About forty-five years have passed 


i since the first cooperative bank of Mass- 


achusetts began business and more than 
thirty years have passed since Governor 
Brackett made the welfare of co-operative 
banks a primary article of his political 
creed. With the passage of those years, your 
industry has grown to full manhood, with 
all of the stature, the rounded figure, and the 
poise of maturity. What is more to the 
point for our present discussion, it has 
acquired vision, the power to look back into 
the past for lessons, and into the future for 
chances to serve, and that is the quality 
which justifies my topic of today. 

Banking, whether for deposit and dis- 
count, or co-operative banking, is an art 
that does not stand still. It lives in a world 
that is never at rest. All about us, industries 
are changing. Some are becoming decadent, 
like the art of carriage-making or hand- 
weaving, because invention has taught man 
a better way. Some are new, like automobile 
manufacturing, or the radio, and man has no 
adequate idea as yet, of the multitude of 
services to which the next few years will 
But 
there are other industries that do not be- 
come archaic and pass out of use, with the 
carriage or hand-loom, and yet do not 
change suddenly, as transportation is 
changing, with the advent of the automobile, 
or as the channels of communication are 
changing with the coming of the wireless 
method. These other industries merely 
adapt themselves to the changing times, 
lopping off some old idea here, or adding 
some new department there, so as to be 
quite abreast of human needs. Banking is 
an art of this kind, changing in its ways as 
years. come and go, discarding old methods 
which the present cannot tolerate, installing 
new methods which increase ‘the value of 
banking to humanity, and yet remaining in 
many respects the same old industry at 
heart, with safety as its cardinal principle; 
and conservatism as its governing force. 

Commercial banking, savings banking, 
co-operative banking, each of them has 
many outward signs today, which make it 
seem unlike the industry that bore the same 
name thirty years ago. Yet none of them 
has ever wandered very far afield from the 
course which was designed for it, when it 
began to function, 300 years, or 100 years, or 
45 years ago, as the case may be, for each 
different kind of banking. : : 

It is probably true that co-operative 
banking, at least as practiced in Massachu- 
setts, has undergone less change, in the last 
thirty years, than the other kinds of banking.

rule, and the customer who brings his 
balance to a national bank, tut takes his 
trust business and savings account elsewhere, 
must look long ere he will receive that 
national bank’s blessing. 


The trust company whose vigorous and 
sometimes unfair competition has really 
been the cause of this change in the national 
banks, has likewise been greatly altered. 
The typical trust company is no longer 
content to be simply the trustee and execu- 
tor, carrying a side line of personal or very 
inactive deposits, as. the laws originally 
intended trust companies to be. It is a 
departmental bank, just as like the national 
bank as the statute will permit it to be, and 
seeking all the time, with a large degree of 
success, for some quirk in the law which will 
let it be ever so much more than the national 
bank, with ever so much more of a chance to 
make big profits through such action, The 
savings bank, whether of the mutual type, 
as in Massachusetts, or of the joint stock 
type, as in Michigan, has changed, too, and 
has many activities today that were unknown 
to such banks thirty years or so ago, Christ- 
mas and Vacation Clubs, insurance depart- 
ments, and home-budget services, are among 
the innovations at the savings banks, and 
there has come also a willingness to spend 
money for advertising with some liberality, 
although the savings bank treasurer of 
thirty years would as soon have thought 
of using the funds of the bank for his own 
household expenses, as for so unhallowed 
thing as an advertisement. 


Changes within the co-operative bank 
have been much less extensive, than the 
changes which have come over the national 
bank and the trust company, and certainly 
have been no more extensive than the com- 
paratively modest changes occurring at 
the mutual savings banks. The right to sell 

id-up shares, which some banks have put 
into considerable use, and the practice of 
encouraging owners of matured shares to 
leave their funds untouched, are almost the 
only important innovations of the period 
we are discussing. Perhaps this is because 
co-operative banking is a relatively new 
industry, and.could use the past thirty years 
to better advan’ in gaining strength, and 
acquiring the good-will of the public, than in 
cooldte new channels for action, as the older 
types of banks have been doing. Or, perhaps 
it is because the co-operative idea does not 
lend itself so readily to change, as the non- 
mutual idea in banking. Whatever the 
reason, the fact remains that co-operative 
banks form one division of an industry that 
has undergone great changes in its other 
divisions, while within this division changes 
have been few, and none of them have been 
of a sweeping nature. 

So we come face to face with the question 
raised by my topic. Given an industry 
like banking, which has shown itself ready to 
alter its methods in a sweeping way, so long 
as its fundamental rules of conduct are not 
disturbed, shall a new division of that 
industry, like the co-operative bank, which 
has spent all of its life until now in gaining 
strength and public esteem, with little 
change of methods, now roceed to seek new 
channels of action, beside following its old 
channels, and shall it to compete 
vigorously with other kinds of banks, for 
part of their field, as the trust companies have 
completed so successfully for a share of the 
fields, that once belonged to national banks 
and saving banks alone? The coming of 
your industry to maturity has brought 
vision, the power to look back over the past, 
and see how banking has developed in its 
other divisions, and the power also to look 
ahead and discover how your own division 
may render bigger service and in new. ways. 
What are some of the fields of activity, still 
unentered by you, that seem to beckon to 
you with kindly invitation, and how ought 
you to meet these temptations, or opportuni- 
ties, as people will variously call them, when 
your moment for decision shall come? 
These are the questions that I hope to aid you 
in answering. 

The most alluring field of any is that 
which your contemporaries of Ohio, the 
building and loan associations, have already 
entered, in a most extensive way. Whatever 
some of us may think of the attitude of the 
Ohio associations toward sound banking 
principles, and even toward some questions 
that come very close to being pro lems of 
ethics, there can be no question that the 
Ohio associations are ‘very well pleased with 
themselves and-are thoroughly satisfied with 
the course which they are following. One 
thing they certainly have proven. The huge 
volume of deposits they have obtained 

roves that it is not difficult for co-operative 
vl to get savings deposits. The public 
confidence has been so thoroughly gained for 
co-operative banks and building and loan 
associations, that the public will not hesitate 
to express that confidence in terms of actual 
money brought in for deposit. The figures 
from Ohio are large, and they have enabled 
that state to gain top position among all 
of the states of the Union, for aggregate 
resources of building and loan associations. 
No one can wonder if the mouths of co- 
operative bank treasurers of Massachusetts 
water for a similar growth, and no one can 
allege that the field of deposit banking is 
wholly unfamiliar to you. The sale of paid- 
up shares, and the retention of funds from 
matured shares, have some of the elements of 
deposit banking about them: Personally, I 
think it would be calamitous for Massa- 
chusetts, if our co-operative banks were to 
ape. their contemporaries of Ohio, but I 
cannot deny the surface attractiveness of the 

1dea. 

aren there is another alluring idea which 
is suggested to you. This is that the limit 
of $8,000 be taken off, so far as individual 
loans are concerned, and that you be allowed 
to enter the business of lending upon city 
property, including business structures of 
considerable size. At least the repeal of this 
limit would solve one problem which is 
bothering some of the treasures of Massachu- 
setts at this time. If an unlimited amount 
can be loaned in each instance, or at least 
a much larger amount than $8,000, there will 
never come a time when demand will be 
lacking for funds on the co-operative bank 
form of mortgage. I think much can be said 
against this proposal, but it .does look 
attractive to many. Other possible innova- 
tions may suggest themselves, but these two 
are typical enough to serve as a basis for our 
present discussion. About the same argu- 
ments will be used in favor of these two, as 
will be used to further other si tions, and 
about the: same objections will apply in 


these as in other cases. Let us venture, 
therefore, into a study of the reasons for and 
against suggestions of this hind and let us 
discover, if we can, what the attitude of the 
worth-while co-operative bank should be 
toward them. 

A flood of light is shed on the problem if we 
frst consider why co-operative banks have 
been created by the state, and why they 
have been fostered as kindly and as zealously 
by succeeding state legislatures, as though 
these banks were very departments of the 
state itself, like its schools, its hospitals, or 
its retreats for the aged and the infirm. 
The answer can be given in a single sentence. 
The aim of the state, from the very begin- 
ning, has been simply to provide the man or 
woman of small income with an attractive 
means for, self-help. _Let_me repeat this, be- 
cause at the present time, when co-operative 
banks have gained so strong a hold upon the 
af ections of our people, and have acquired 
such substantial assets, there is real danger 
that selfish ideas or unreasonable ambitions 
may try to supplant this simple purpose of 
the state It is not true that the state had 
any. special desire to stimulate the building 
trade, when it provided an organic law for 
co-operative banks, as some seem to imagine, 
and it is equally untrue that the desire of the 
state was to make life miserable for other 
kinds of banks, by incorporating a lusty body 
of rivals for them. The State of Massa- 
chusetts is not in the business of pampering 
any indsutry, with the savings of its people. 
If it were, it would probably feel quite as 
lively an anxiety for the welfare of its shoe 
trade or its textile industry, as for its con- 
tractors and builders. In all except abnormal 
times, the building trade can get every 
dollar of accommodation it deserves at the 
ordinary commercial or savings banks, and 
surely the state was not distilling a medicine 
for abnormal times, when it devised its 
co-operative bank law. Moreover, if, the 
ange reason for creating co-operative 

nks had been to stimulate building, why 
did Massachusetts limit the number of 
shares that one person can buy to 40, and 
why did it limit the size of each loan to 
38,000. These limits would never have been 
adopted by the state for any movement 
designed in large part to stimulate building 
or any other industry. As for disciplining the 
other banks, by creating the co-operative 
banks as rivals for them, the evidence is 
convincing enough, for any impartial judge 
that the‘national banks, the trust companies 
and the savings banks, have enough competi- 
tors, within their own ranks, to make them 
render every atom of service to borrowers or 
depositors which they ought to render. No, 
the aim of the state was neither to give pap 
to the building trade, nor to wield a bludgeon 
against the other factors of the banking 
industry. 

The idea--wasto-provide people of small 
income with an attractive means for self- 
help. How were they to be helped to help 
themselves? In three distinct ways. First, 
by-an- attractive plan for home-buying. 

ext, by a system of regular, systematic 
saving. Third, by a mthod of bank manage- 
ment which eliminates selfishness and makes 
the borrowers and savers themselves the 
proprietors of the bank. That was the aim 
of Massachusetts at the beginning, and that 
is still its aim, The building trade did not 
need nor did it deserve to be pampered, but 
home-buying among people of small means 
did need encouragement, for Massachusetts 
is an industrial state, with great man- 
ufacturing centers and great trading centers. 
In a state of this kind, something must 
be done to take people out of the ten- 
ement houses, where disease and _bolshe- 
vism breed so naturally, and to make them 
proprietors instead of their own homes, for of 
such come the best citizens of any land. 
The savings and commercial banks did not 
need to be disciplined, but a new kind of 
saving was needed, such as the old order of 
banks could not stimulate, namely, a 
regular, systematic sort of saving, the com- 
pulsory sort, if you please, that is bound b 
contract, and under penalty, to save so muc 
each and every month, come what may. And 
then, as a safe-guard, to keep the new banks 
true to these great aims, and to keep them 
forever free from exploitation by selfish men, 
they were made mutual in their manage- 
ment, every saver and every borrower having 
a voice, through his power to vote for officers 
and directors. 

With this simple analysis clearly before us, 
of what co-operative banks are and why they 
exist, we can answer readily enough the 
questions that concern the future of such 
banks. Should they accept deposits, and 
even solicit them eagerly, as the building

Co- 
operative banks must not stand still, any 
more than national banks, or trust com- 
panies or savings banks. But under the 
pretense of keeping up with the times, they 
must not become haba or neglectful 
in their own natural activities, rticularly at 
a time like the present, when se activities 
are so sorely needed. 

I would not ask you to reject the Ohio idea, 
without giving full reason for such advice. 
The figures of the Ohio associations them- 
selves furnish the best rebuke for the Ohio 
idea that can be given. Converted as many 
Ohio associations have been, away from the 
Massachusetts idea, to a condition in which 
many of them are savings banks, pure and 
simple, there has been a lapse among them of

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No-More-Moonlight Schedule. 


In a short time, the lighting com- 
mittee of the town will be called on to 
make a new contract with the Lawrence 
Gas Company for the lighting of 
Andover’s streets for the next year. 
For some time, Andover has had little 
cause for complaint for the treatment 
they have been receiving from this 
public service corporation. There was 
some suggestion that the company 
might have been a little more ex- 
peditious in putting up the new lights 
on Main street, but matters worked out 
all right in the end. 

At the present time, the Andover 
contract calls for the lighting of a 
certain number of definite candle- 
power lights on a so-called “moonlight 
schedule”. Briefly, this means, that 
whenever, in the opinion of the lighting 
committee, the fullness and the bright- 
ness of the moon makes it possible to 
turn out the lights, the committee 
notifies the man at the power station 
and Andover is plunged into compara- 
tive darkness. Other specifications of 
the contract call for the lighting of all 
the streets from dark until 12.45. 
The company has always been very 
courteous about acceding to the re- 
quests of the town officials for light on 
special occasions. There is an. arrange- 
ment whereby the lights are turned on 
whenever a night alarm sounds, and 
recently, the Board of Public Works has 
been able to call for and receive lighting 
to aid them in their street-plowing work 
at night. The lights are also turned 
on during the three dark winter months 
for a short time in the morning for the 
convenience of those who are going 
early to work. ~ The~town~ ought to 
appreciate this service and it un- 
doubtedly does, but it seems to the 
Townsman that certain changes ought 
to be made in the next contract which 
would greatly better conditions. 

In the first place, the “moonlight 
schedule’ has obviously become very 
much out of date. In the days when 
travel was small and infrequent, when

see their way about without lights very 
easily on a moonlight night. It might 
even be hinted that certain of the 
younger element® of the town rather 
preferred the soft, cool light of the moon 
to the harsh incandescent lamp of 
modern times. Surely noone will 
question the pure beauty of Andover, 
free from all evidences’ of modernity, 
sleeping calmly under the beaming 
face of the old man in the moon. Also, 
few people will question the necessity 
for a more effective lighting system on 
such nights as our regular system is not 
in use. Moon or no moon, cloudy or 
clear, Andover’s property as well as ils 
highways needs the protection of good 
lighting every night in the year. We 
all feel that Andover has long since 
progressed beyond the village~ cross- 
road period in its development. The 
records show that the lights have been 
turned off very few nights during the 
term of the closing contract, but even 
these few nights should be taken care of 
when the new contract is made, and 
complete lighting of the town made 
certain for every day in the year. 
Perhaps we cannot expect to get too 
much of a change at once, but the town 
should have in mind the possibility of 
lighting part of the town throughout the 
dark hours, possibly only the central 
part of the town but preferrably the 
whole of Main street from the Reading 
line to the Lawrence line.

True -List of Personal Property Must Be 
Filed with Assessors 

The Board of Assessors would call to the 

attention of all taxpayers of the Town of 

Andover, the notice to be found elsewhere in 


returns may be made, can be procured at the 
office of the Town Clerk or will be mailed on 
application. 

The importance of observing this law, 
especially in the matter of abatements is 
stated in Chapter 59 Section 61 of the 
General Laws which reads in part as follows: 

“4 person shall not have an abatement, 
except as otherwise provided, unless he has 
brought in to the assessors the list of his 
estate as required by section twenty-nine. 
If such list is not filed.within the time speci- 
fied in the noticé required by section twenty- 
nine, no part of the tax assessed on the 
personal estate shall be abated unless the 
applicant shows to the assessors.a reasonable 
excuse for the’ delay or unless: such tax 
exceeds by more than fifty per cent the 
amount which would have been assessed on 
such estate if the list had been seasonably 
brought in, and in such case only the excess 
over such fifty per-cent shall be abated. If 
the applicant was not required by said 
notice to include his real estate in-said list, 
and has not done so, he shall, if he seeks an 
abatement of the tax on his real estate, file 
with his application a list of his real estate, 
with an estimate of the fair cash value of each 
parcel.” : 

It is clearly shown by this Chapter and 
Section that any person seeking an abate- 
ment and who has not complied with the 
law-must-be-assessed 50 per cent more than 
his sworn return, providing same has not 
been made and submitted to the Assessors on 
or before May 15th. 

It is hoped that all persons liable to taxa- 
tion will obey this law for otherwise the 
assessors must use what information they 
can obtain in laying these taxes.

Fourteen descendants of the half-sisters of 
the late Mrs. Abbie M. Smart, of Andover, 
will divide approximately $70,000 among 
them in spite of the paragraph in Mrs.

In order that there be no mistake 
as to her desires she inserted this paragraph: 

“T give and devise nothing whatever to 
my father’s first wife’s relatives and nothing 
to my mother’s relations; and hope that my 
wish as herein expressed will be clearly 
understood.”’ : 

The wish would have been fulfilled but for 
the fact there was no residuary clause and the 
sum of $70,000 remains in the hands of the 
executor. He brought a petition for in- 
structions as to what persons are entitled to 
it.

which as an industrial state, it sadly needs, — 
a means of providing self-help, for people of 
small incomes, through compulsory, syste- 
matic saving. ~ 

Let an association beginto receive deposits, 
and the effect is like the first taste of human 
blood upon the wild beast. It forgets all 
other desires in the wild lust for- more. 
Little by little, such an association gives up 
the sale of shares. ‘The new share-holder 
seems like a less attractive patron; forthe 
management and old ,stockholders must 
accept him as a full partner, sharing equally 
in the profits, and having an equal voice in 
the management. The new depositor on the 
other hand, will have no voice in the manage- 
ment, and can be kept contented with a 
limited share of the profits. The more 
numerous the depositors, the more profit 
their is for the stockholders, for there re- 
mains a margin between the interest which 
the depositors receive and the income which 
comes from lending their funds. And so, the 
whole motive force of the association changes. 
In place of the spirit of unselfish cooperation 
of all for each and each for all, comes the

expense of the much larger circle of depositors 
‘one of us would wish to see such a 
condition created in Massachusetts. Whether 
Ohio, as a younger state than our own, and 
less d lent upon manufacturing for its 
welfare than Massachusetts, will suffer from 
this complete change, in the spirit of its 
building and loan associations, or not, may 
be.a matter for heated discussion. That 
Massachusetts, whose interest in manu- 
facturing and trading far outweighs its 
interest in any other industry, can afford to 
see its co-operative banks converted into 
mere savings banks, would seem to be a 
question not debatable. We are developing 
more and more of a factory employee poe. 
lation. Our industries are becoming highly 
ialized, and the percentage of the popula- 
tion which is not in business for itself, but is 
employed by others, is steadily on the in- 
crease. For a population so constituted, the 
need for institutions that shall have the 
encouragement of systematic, regular saving 
for their principal aim, is a paramount 
need. Let the co-operative banks swerve 
from this aim, and they will be much less 
useful to the state. 
I think I may claim to have as great 


loyalty for the mutual savings banks of | P® 


assachusetts as any man, but I would not 
claim for them that they are filling this need, 
and I think their best friend would not claim 
it for them. By their advertising, by their 
aroused interest in making themselves just a 
allu as possible for savers, and by the 
thrift ns which they are giving under 
various guises, they are rendering a splendid 
service, and I believe you of the co-operative 
banks should stand shoulder to shoulder 
with them, in resistance to the unfair 
attacks which have been made upon them 
before recent legislatures. The same selfish 
spirit which has animated these attacks upon 

e mutual savings banks will turn as readily 
to an attack upon the co-operative banks, 
just so soon as self-interest shall dictate such 
a course.’ But the records of the mutual 
savings banks show that, with all their 
eflort, they are not yet succeeding in any 
wholesale way in converting their patrons 
to the idea of putting aside something out of 
every pay envelope, or at least something 
with every passing month. The average 
patron of the savings banks does not make 
more than four or five deposits at the most 
in any one year. Therefore, it would be a 
delinquency on your part, a very real breach 
of trust toward the state that created you for 
you to allow any business to become common 
among co-operative banks which would have 
the effect of making you zealous for deposits, 
and for selfish profits, instead of for regular 
systematic saving, and for the mutual spirit 
of unselfishness. 


I--pass over... with_a_mere mention the 


suggestion’ that the limit for an individual} 


loan be taken away, or that it: he raised 
much.above_ $8,000. I would not under- 
estimate the arguments in favor of the change. 
The time may come, and perhaps is not so 
very far away, when the demand for money 
from small borrowers will not be sufficient to 
keep all of the funds of co-operative banks 
employed. At such a juncture, the power to 
serve bigger borrowers will be much ap- 
preciated. This argument is not to 
despised. Nevertheless, the repeal of the 
limit would mean an opening of the doors into 
a service quite ditierent from that which 
co-operative banks were primarily designed 
to perform. The demand from big borrowers 
would always compete with the demand from 
home buyers, and there would be times when 
the importunities of the big borrower, and 
the allurements he might ‘offer, might 
easily cause the home buyer to be neglected. 
A far better plan, so it seems to me, than the 
repeal of the limit would be for the co- 
operative banks and the state to start a 
campaign of education to encourage home- 
buying through co-operative banks. 

Th: re is a challenge to our American ideals 
in living conditions in manufacturing 
centers, and this challenge ought to ring like 
a clarion in the'ears of those who direct the 
destinies of-.our co-operative banks. The 
easy way 40 meet one future problem of the 
co-operative banks is to repeal the individual 
limit upon loans. The worthier way, though 
the harder one, is to undertake to educate 
the mill worker into home-buying through 
co-operative banks. There is no particular 
reason why the State of Massachusetts should 
not be asked to.aid and even to finance such a 
campaign, in pet. The state is aidin 
savings bank tife-insurance in this way, an 
no matter how excellent savings bank life 
insurance may be, it is not superior in merit 
to a movement for increasing the ownership 
of homes, among factory employees 

I am quite aware that much of the advice 
I have given, so far, has been negative rather 
than positive. I have pointed out the very 
serious objections to the Ohio idea for build- 
ing and loan associations, and I have argued 
against the repeal of the limit upon individual 
loans. 

What can I o‘ler, then, by way of construc- 
tive suggestion? If banking is an art that 
changes, with the passing of the years, must 
co-operative banks stand still, while other 
banks modify their methods to keep. pace 
with changing needs of the people?--The 
answer is that co-operative banks must 
truly progress, like other kinds of banks, but 
their progress must be in harmony with the 
ideals for which they were created. The 
co-operative bank is less like the national 
bank and the trust company, in its nature 
and its aims, and more like the mutual 
savings bank. The motive force behind the 
activities of the national bank or trust 
company is the desire for ;roit. Behind the 
savings bank and the co-oy erat ve bank the 
motive force is the desire to serve an ele- 
ment in the community that needs a helping 
hand. The savings bank has not shrunk, it is 
true, from the opening of new departments, 
or from the adoption of more enterprising 
methods than were once general among 
mutual savings institutions. Nevertheless, 
the savings bank has not imitated the trust 
company by trying to be all things to all 
men, or by seeking any form of activity that 
shall lead it for even a moment away from 
the splendid purpose for which the state 
created mutual savings banks. With all 
its vacation clubs, and insurance depart- 
ments and home-service undertakings, the 
mutual savings bank thinks of these only as 
feeders for its deposit business, which, after 
all, is the business through which it does the 
greatest amount of good. The co-operative 
bank should adopt a similar principle, and no 
matter what new departments it may open, 
or new ventures it may undertake, it should 
never allow any change to come that shall 
make it less eager to promote home-buying, 
less anxious to teach systematic saving, and 
less loyal to the idea that every customer 
must be a shareholder and therefore a full- 
fledged partner. 

This is not a narrow field of opportunity. 
Plenty of room is left for your growth, and 
plenty of room for the employment of every 
energy that as virile business men you 
possess. Co-operative banks have had a 
splendid record for growth, but I am con- 
vinced that the record can be made even more 
splendid by the right sort of educational cam- 
paign. I know no reason'why the present one- 
third of a million membership in your banks 
cannot be raised to double that amount, in 
much less time than it has taken you to reach

stirred to the depth both their pity and 
indignation.

Had the 
actual need of these thirty-five children been 
known from the first, a quick remedy of re- 
lief would have been found, if not by those 
officers whose clear duty it was to prevent 
such need; then by some other more efficient 
agent. It could easily have been remedied 
instead of being allowed to drag itself along 
ur til our annual town meeting, there to be 


used as a bomb to scatter calm judgment and 
deliberate action. This is the third success- 
ful attempt of this nature during the last two 
years, hence we may look for this method of 
appeal in the future. No other method: is 
comparable with it in befogging judgment 
and swaying popular action. 

Under date of January 26, 1923, Mr.

In both 
parts of the town we have all the things 
which go to make up American life today and 
we can_make it a tremendously interesting 
and inspiring place if we recognize our pos- 
sibilities and do away with petty differences 
and work together for the common good.” 
It is his idea that the town has great op- 
portunities to make it a place that shall 
stand for something throughout the country, 
that shall be recognized as a unique thing and 
as a real true American democracy. Dr. 
Stearns said that a community to be suc- 
cessful must first of all be law-abiding. He 
deplored the conditions existing throughout 
the country today as regards the illicit 
traffic of liquor. He labelled it as anarchy 
and if this country stoops to” anarchy, he 
said, Russia will not even be comparable. 
We are’already the most lawless nation in 
the world. This defiance of the law is 
undermining the economic life of the nation. 
“While the town should set an example of 
Americanism it should first of all be a law- 
abiding community that we may be able to 
hold something before the country that will 
bring us prestige,” said Dr. Stearns. In 
closing he said, “The people in both parts of 
the town should maké it a~point-to-get to- 
gether often, to learn to understand each 
other and to forget that differences exist. 
Each has something to give to the other, and 
in doing this we shall work toward ‘our 
mutual advantage and benefit the com- 
munity at large.”

OUR TOWN MEETING 


Some Reflections and Inferences 


Nowhere on this planet are political ideas 
and sentiments so epitomized and published 
as in our New England town meeting. Here, 
as nowhere else, democracy is given a free 
hand and both its strength and its weakness 
are thrown upon the screen. These facts 
hold within them distinct advantages that 
in fairness should be duly appraised. In the 
first place, this open forum tends to stimulate 
and broaden interest in town matters. Since 
its decisions affect every voter, self-preserva- 
tion and personal desire for betterment are 
spurred to action. In the second place, it 
relieves congested complaint by throwing its 
privileges open to all. Denial of privileges 
dams up complaint especially when the 
denied ones are taxed to supply others. But 
all dams are broken down in our town meet- 
ing. Here popular grievances are duly 
aired, community ideals and methods dis- 
closed, relative values compared and both 
knowledge and ignorance of town affairs 
brought into focus. Here, as nowhere else, 
perasnal ambitions, long nurtured in silence, 

reak into expression and pet schemes for 
personal aggrandizement become articulate— 
all these self-disclosures: get themselves pub- 
lished in big type at our annual town meet- 
ing. In the third place it enlarges the circle 
of town acquaintance; It brings together 
once--a-year. representatives. from. every 
section of the town.whose deliberations and 
votes uncover their ideas, their wants-and 
their method of procedure. No other town 
function draws together so representative a 

'y of men and women nor so clearly 
publishes their inner life to the community. 
This enlarged acquaintance is so far a dis- 
tinct asset to our community life. Finally, it 
promotes a tolerant spirit. Here a host of 
conflicting demands struggle for supremacy, 
hence opposition is inevitable. Progress, 
showever, is possible only by compromise, but 
tompromise is possible only by a_ spirit 
of tolerance. Whatever, therefore, breaks 
down an intolerant spirit in a community is 
also a distinct asset. 

But while we concede all this and more, 
yet we are forced to admit that democracy, 
as it functions in the settlement of Andover’s 
complex problems, is a flat failure. Its evils 
far outbalance its good; and if left unchecked 
it will be just as sure to plunge our town into 
disaster as would an unrestrained flood. No 
more striking proof of the evil of unrestrained 
democracy in the settlement of town prob- 
lems exists than was given at our last town 
meeting. Here democracy ran riot. Safe- 
guards of fact and reason and common sense 
were engulfed by its tidal wave. The com- 
bined wisdom of our finance committee as 
voiced in their recommendations was treated 
as so much combined folly and their self- 
sacrificing labors were thrown to the junk 
heap. Gathered into groups and pledged to 
fight for their pet schemes, the push‘of the 
crowd swept forward toward their goal as 
indifferent to consequences as a hurricane. 
Totally ignorant of the town’s resources 
absolutely indifferent to her present financial 
burden, utterly regardless of her future well- 
being and deaf to the warnings of facts and 
reason these groups won their objective and 
went to théir homes jubilant, leaving upon 
the tax-payers of Andover the heaviest 
burden ever laid upon their shoulders, 

Candor, however, obliges us to pay homage 
to their shrewdness. This was shown chiefly 
by -unrolling before the voters a picture of 
deprivations suffered by ‘some thirty-five 
school children in their district. By the cul- 
pable and gross neglect of our school com- 
mittee or school superintendent these school 
children have been inadequately supplied 
with proper drinking water and this not- 
withstanding the most liberal appropriations 
year by year by the townspeople to meet the 
needs of all our children. Now this, our 
children’s need, was seized upon and crowded
